“HOLDING BACK” PUBLICATIONS. 

As the presidential election has resulted 
in a continuance of the present administra¬ 
tion there need be no fear of a diminution of 
prosperity as the result of “change.” Pros¬ 
perity is dependent primarily upon good crops 
and wise manufacturing production, and the 
material conditions are still good all over 
this great country. It is to be admitted, how¬ 
ever, that prosperity depends upon mental as 
well as material conditions, upon administra¬ 
tion as well as production; and this is the rea¬ 
son why a change of power from the repre¬ 
sentatives of one-lialf the American people to 
those of the other half of the American people 
is honestly dreaded by the “ins” who fear the 
incoming “outs,” and the reason why presi¬ 
dential years are, more or less superstitiously, 
regarded as bad business seasons. This year 
the influence of the presidential campaign in 
this direction has probably been less than ever 
before, and there has been little real reason, 
mental or material, to associate any consider¬ 
able falling off in business with the election. 
Business has on the whole been good and is 
likely to be even better, especially in the book 
trade, from now throughout the holiday sea¬ 
son. 


Nevertheless, perhaps the election season 
has had something to do with emphasizing a 
bad habit which has been growing among 
publishers—the habit of massing the issue of 
publications at one time or a few times with¬ 
in the season, instead of issuing from week 
to week during its continuance. Some houses 
have gone to the extreme of holding back 
many publications until all or most are ready, 
instead of pursuing the better policy of feed¬ 
ing out books to the trade and to retail buyers 
from time to time as they were ready and 
thus preventing the demand being checked by 
oversupply. The plan is too much like ex¬ 
pecting a man to eat the breakfasts, dinners 
and suppers of the w£ek all on Monday morn¬ 
ing or to wait for them until Saturday night. 
Brains, as well as stomachs, need time for 
digestion, and the human appetite is not that 
of the snake kind which can swallow a week’s 
or a month’s provender at one gulp. 

We commend to the consideration of the 
publishing trade, particularly for another year, 
the example of those houses which still issue 
their publications throughout the season, if 
not throughout the year, with some regard to 
the steadfast demand that comes of normal 
supply. The mistake we have pointed out is 
made particularly in the domain of reprint 
books and of juveniles. It seems to us equally 
a mistake, whether the books are bunched at 
the beginning of the season so that the early 
traveller may have everything at hand, or 
whether they are delayed toward the end of 
the season when the public demand is thought 
to be most active. A few at a time is the true 
method for book publishing, and we hope 
there may be a recurrence another year to 
the better method of publication. 

The suggestion by “A Publisher,” in a 
communication printed in our issue for No¬ 
vember 12, that it were desirable for pub¬ 
lishers to exchange views as to best methods 
of bookkeeping in order to control losses more 
accurately, deserves thoughtful considera¬ 
tion. The subject certainly is one of vast im¬ 
portance. We doubt whether many publish¬ 
ers as well as booksellers are as sufficiently 
informed about the finances and the profits 
and losses of their own business as they 
should be. Indeed, it is one of the troubles 
that the trade faces to-day, though perhaps 
it is no more true of the booktrade than of 
other trades. For this reason a discussion of 
the plan of bookkeeping followed by publish¬ 
ers, and how they figure their profits, should 
prove of value to ali concerned, especially at 
the close of the present publishing season.

By the death of Charles F. Libbie, the Bos¬ 
ton book auctioneer, on November 9, the 
booktrade of this country, as a writer in the 
Boston Sunday Globe truly says, “lost one of 
its best-known and most popular members, 
for Mr. Libbie has for many years had deal¬ 
ings with the leading libraries, as well as with 
private collectors, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and nothing has been more certain 
to be found in their possession than his cat¬ 
alogues, which have been regarded as indis¬ 
pensable to those who would be thoroughly 
abreast of the times in the field of bibliogra¬ 
phy. 

“Mr. Libbie’s identification with the Boston 
booktrade was of nearly half a century’s dura¬ 
tion, beginning when he graduated from the 
position of a mill boy at Lowell to that of 
clerk in a Cornhill book shop of the gift en¬ 
terprise variety, which was conducted by a 
man named Evans. 

“That gift shop was of a type once extreme¬ 
ly popular, if somewhat demoralizing, when 
lotteries and kindred enterprises were consid¬ 
ered perfectly legitimate. The scheme by 
which Evans and other book dealers of his 
time encouraged the multiplication of private 
libraries and the dissemination of knowledge 
was not dissimilar to that somewhat later fol¬ 
lowed by Flint Peaslee, who gave away tons 
of coal, barrels of flour and parlor suites with 
five-cent sticks of candy, which he sold from 
the curbstone in Scollay Square. 

“A certain number of the books on Evans’s 
shelves contained printed slips, or a mark of 
some sort, that entitled the fortunate pur¬ 
chaser to one of a general assortment of 
prizes, always temptingly displayed in a glass 
case in the window, and which comprised gold 
watches, rings, sleeve studs, earrings, and 
that sort of thing, and for a while the gather¬ 
ings about the crowded shelves were not un¬ 
like what one might expect if it were an¬ 
nounced some day that Captain Kidd’s treas¬ 
ure is buried at the north end of the Frog 
Pond, awaiting any one that may unearth it. 

“The knowledge of books gained by Mr. 
Libbie, even under those somewhat peculiar 
trade conditions, rendered him a valuable ac¬ 
quisition some years later to Leonard & Co., 
general auctioneers, who at that time had fre ¬ 
quent book sales of considerable importance, 
that for their proper transaction, required as 
manager an expert in the business. 

“A curious incident connected with the sale 
by Mr. Libbie, nearly forty years ago, of a 
large stock of books that belonged to Lafay¬ 
ette Burnham, is worth telling. Lafayette 
and T. O. H. P. Burnham, the last-named of 
wide repute till about ten years ago, as pro¬ 
prietor of the old bookstore in the cellar of 
the Old South meeting house, were sons of 
Thomas Burnham, from whom they inherited 
jointly the stock of an antique book shop in 
Cornhill. 

“The business policies of the two brothers 
not having been altogether in accord, they 
agreed to separate. Their plan for a division 
of the stock was a somewhat novel one, each 
selecting every alternate book, just as they 
happened to be arranged on the shelves, and 


depositing them in separate piles, till the en¬ 
tire stock of the shop had been exhausted. 
As one book might be worth $100, and the 
next one only five cents, the operation had in 
it the possibilities of even more thrilling un¬ 
certainty than that attending the purchase 
of one of Evans’s gift books. 

“Another incident in the experience of Mr. 
Libbie in which T. O. H. P. Burnham was 
concerned can be appropriately told here, 
though it happened at a later period. It was 
about fifteen years ago that the rare Canadian 
collection of Gerald E. Hart was offered for 
sale. The owner, who wished to raise a large 
sum of money at once without having to 
await the sale and settlement of the auction¬ 
eer’s accounts, had received flattering offers 
from New York and Philadelphia establish¬ 
ments, when Mr. Libbie went to see him in an 
endeavor to obtain the commission for the 
sale. 

“Mr. Libbie returned home quite despond¬ 
ent, upon learning the terms under which 
alone he could have the sale. Pie happened 
to drop in to see George E. Littlefield, in 
Cornhill, where he said: ‘Mr. Littlefield, how 
much do you suppose a man has got to put up 
in order to keep that Hart sale from going to 
those New York fellows?’ 

“‘How much?’ asked Mr. Littlefield. 

“‘Just $12,000,’ replied Mr. Libbie, rue- 
fully. 

“ ‘Why, you can raise that easily enough/ 
remarked Mr. Littlefield. 

“‘It’s impossible/ said Mr. Libbie. 

“ ‘All you have to do is execute your note 
for the amount, get two indorsers, and the 
thing is accomplished/ said Mr. Littlefield; 
‘I’ll place my name on it and you can get Mr. 
Burnfiam to do the same.’ 

“‘Mr. Burnham would never do it in the 
world; anyway, I’d never ask it of him/ said 
Mr. Libbie. 

“However, Mr. Littlefield's urging finally 
prevailed. Mr. Libbie took his note to Mr. 
Burnham and with considerable trepidation 
explained the situation. Mr. Burnham ex¬ 
amined the note critically, looked at the Little¬ 
field indorsement and remarking dryly, ‘Is that 
our friend, George?’ signed his own name 
without more ado, the only instance of the 
kind in his career, it is said. 

Mr. Libbie thus obtained one of the most 
notable sales he ever had, and one of the 
most profitable, both financially and as an ad¬ 
vertisement. He felt so proud of the compli¬ 
ment implied by Mr. Burnham's indorsement 
that he afterward had the note framed and 
displayed it on the wall of his library. 

“Mr. Libbie was not regarded as a pro¬ 
found scholar, yet his knowledge of books 
and their value was second to that of no man 
in the country, it is said. He had a genius 
for compiling catalogues for his sales which 
will be treasured by booklovers for genera¬ 
tions to come. His establishment, owing to 
his careful and conscientious methods, was an 
e school for training young men for 
higher places, and there are several men hold¬ 
ing enviable positions in some of the largest 
libraries of the country to-day who received 

t •l 1 i r . I ? ost v ? luabIe training as clerks in Mr 
Libbie s auction room. 
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“Mr. Libbie confined his dealings to litera¬ 
ture and art, embracing books and pictures of 
all kinds, but preferably antiques or speci¬ 
mens of rare artistic excellence. He was 
dignified, self-respecting and extremely mod¬ 
est by nature, and although he was always 
glad to obtain a rare sale of books or auto¬ 
graphs, he never could bring himself to solicit 
patronage. 

“He used to say, of auctioneers from dis¬ 
tant cities, who sometimes strenuously in¬ 
vaded his territory: ‘They don’t wait for a 
man to he placed in his grave before they are 
after his library I can’t follow their ex¬ 
ample. People know my business and they 
know where I am to be found. If they want 
me to sell their books they can come and tell 
me so.’. . . 

“Among his most notable sales were the 
great collections of Americana made by Sam¬ 
uel G. Drake, aggregating 11,000 titles, and 
that of Charles Deane, vice-president of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, the latter 
bringing a total of $34,000, including the rec¬ 
ord price for a single printed sermon, namely, 
$1000, for a discourse of 28 pages delivered 
by Robert Cushman at Plymouth a year after 
the arrival of the pilgrims. 

“The Leffingwell sale of autographs in ’91 
was a red letter event, Mr. Libbie having 
obtained over $40,000 for a collection for 
which $10,000 had been offered just before 
the sale. It included a book ordinarily worth 
$5, but which sold for $455 because it con¬ 
tained the autograph of Rev. John Robinson, 
the pilgrim father. 

“The remarkable French sale of belles let- 
ires and editions de luxe brought $64,000 and 
included the record price for a Paul Revere 
massacre engraving, $800. 

“A man who has had constant business 
dealings with Mr. Libbie for 30 years has 
said of him: ‘His integrity was remarkable. 
If he told you a thing it was so every time. 
If you wrote to him, asking that a certain 
book be knocked down to you, if it could be 
bought for not more than $10, you would get 
it for $3, provided not more than that was 
bid for it, instead of being obliged to pay the 
full $10, as the sharp business methods of 
some auctioneers would oblige you to do.’ 

“Mr. Libbie was a quiet, unassuming mild- 
mannered gentleman of the old school, of 
cheerful disposition which he retained even 
during his last sickness. He had no false 
pride in his great store of information, but 
was ever ready to share it with those who 
were capable of receiving any part of it with 
appreciation. He was of so agreeable a dis¬ 
position that to be his customer was also to 
be his friend. 

“Pie never actually auctioned his own books, 
but employed a professional auctioneer, con¬ 
fining his own activites to keeping the records 
of the sale: though once or twice, it is said, 
he made attempts to keep the sale going when 
the auctioneer was temporarily absent, ac¬ 
quitting himself in a manner that showed 
there was at least one line of the business he 
was not adapted to.” 

Mr. Libbie*s business will be continued by 
his son, Frederick T. Libbie, who has been an 
active partner in it for several years. 


DOUBLEDAY, PAGE & CO.’S NEW 
QUARTERS. 

Doubleday, Page & Company, who for 
some weeks have been gradually gathering 
their forces in their handsome new building 
at I 33~ I 37 East 16th Street, New York, on 
the site of David Dudley Field’s last New 
York home, invited their friends in the trade 
to a “housewarming” on Thursday, the 17th 
inst., that will long be remembered by those 
who were present. During the afternoon 
upwards of 500 people—publishers, booksell¬ 
ers, authors, artists and others—partook of 
the hospitality of this house. Frank N. 
Doubleday and Walter C. Page and other 
members of the firm welcomed the visitors 
in the reception room on the second floor and 
gave them full freedom of the establishment, 
to inspect and inquire to their heart’s content; 
for although the building was attractively 
decorated with evergreens and vines and flow¬ 
ers, as was befitting a gala day, and though 
part of the third floor was devoted to re¬ 
freshments, that the happiness of the guests 
might be complete, yet all departments were 
in active operation as usual, and employees 
courteously explained the working of the 
marvellous up-to-date machinery on every 
floor. 

In the planning and equipment of their new 
building this firm has sought to carry out in 
practice the doctrine they have been preaching 
in the columns of their periodicals—that work 
is best done in the midst of a simple but 
aesthetic and cheerful environment. Thus 
the fagade, of Harvard brick and marble, is 
colonial in design and relieved by artistic 
iron balconies and window-boxes, the latter 
filled at this season with evergreen plants; 
similarly, the interior finish is of handsome 
Flemish oak, and all the furniture has been 
specially made of the same wood, in the sim¬ 
ple but rugged Mission style. 

The building has six stories and a base¬ 
ment, the latter being a stock-room for all the 
publications of the firm. On the first floor 
seven large Cottrell presses are running all the 
time, printing Country Life in America and 
The World's Work in full view from the 
street through large, clear windows. These 
presses represent the latest development of 
printing machinery, being equipped with au¬ 
tomatic feeding machines, electric roller¬ 
washing machines, and other ingenious de¬ 
vices, and are specially adapted for the fine 
illustrating which has made these period¬ 
icals famous. For the present the firm will 
continue to have its books printed by out¬ 
side printers. On the second floor is the 
editorial department, including the editorial 
offices of the two magazines, the general of¬ 
fices of the publishing house, and the count- 
mg-room, including the sales department. 
1 his floor is perhaps the most attractive 
of all, for here the firm has had its best 
opportunity to carry out the scheme of simple 
harmony in decoration and furniture already 
referred to. The result has certainlv been 
the creation of most cheerful and artistic 
working quarters. The circulation depart¬ 
ment of the two periodicals is established on 
the third floor; the subscription book and 
mail order departments, with so much of the 
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art department as is concerned with the sale 
of pictures, on the fourth floor. The fifth 
floor is devoted to the binding of the period¬ 
icals, and here, too., the tool and machine 
equipment is of the latest and most service¬ 
able pattern. On the top floor is the com¬ 
posing-room, where both books a-nd periodicals 
are set up, a particular feature being the 
monotype equipment, of three keyboards and 
two casters. 

While thus establishing a plant provided 
with practically every modern invention that 
can facilitate successful book and periodical 
making, Messrs. Doubleday, Page & Company 
have been admirably thoughtful of their em¬ 
ployees, for whom many comforts have been 
provided. Three hundred and fifty people 
are employed, just twice as many as a year 
ago, and of this number two hundred and 
fifty are women. For them especially rooms 


have been arranged where they may heat 
their own food at luncheon time, if desired, 
without going out to restaurants. On the 
first floor, also, a library has been started 
especially for employees. The remarkable 
good feeling existing between the employees 
of this house and the members of the firm is 
evident in the fact that the “Get Together 
Club” of employees invites the members of 
the firm and heads of departments once a 
month to dinner at some hotel, where plans 
and methods of the firm’s work are frankly 
discussed. This spirit of good will is perhaps 
not the least important of causes that have 
brought about the remarkable development 
of this firm since it began business five years 
ago in the small offices on two floors at 34 
Union Square. Few publishing houses, if 
any, can record such noteworthy progress in 
so short a space of time. 



DOUBLEDAY, PAGE & CO.’S NEW QUARTERS. 
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FRENCH ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE 
18TH CENTURY AT SCRIBNER’S. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons, who are accus¬ 
tomed to hold at this season of the year an 
exhibition of fine bindings, have made a note¬ 
worthy departure this year in the display of a 
large collection of the work of celebrated 
French illustrators of the eighteenth century, 
contained in an exhaustive collection of books 
of that period. Henry Cohen, conservator of 
medals at the Bibliotheque Nationale, who 
from 1870 to 1886 published five editions of a 
“Guide de 1*Amateur de Livres a Vignettes,” 
has said of this period: “In the middle of the 
eighteenth century in France the illustrated 
book reaches its pre-eminence by means of the 
subtle and refined pencil of a whole series of 
Little Masters, wonderful interpreters of 
French taste, marvellously seconded by a veri¬ 
table phalanx of skilled engravers,” and men¬ 
tions such famous artists as Gravelot, Eisen, 
Cochin, Moreau, Marillier, Boucher, Chof- 
fard and others. The Scribner collection, 
which numbers over two hundred items, in¬ 
cludes nocable examples of the work of all 
these men, who gave of their best skill to 
beautify and enrich the original editions of the 
works of Boileau, Corneille, La Fontaine, 
Moliere, Voltaire and many lesser French 
poets and prose writers, as well as of certain 
English and Italian authors. Practically all 
the volumes are in a fine state of preservation, 
either as originally bound or in artistic mod¬ 
ern bindings, and constitute altogether a col¬ 
lection that lovers of old books and lovers of 
art should make every endeavor to see. There 
is in addition a remarkable collection of auto¬ 
graph letters, signatures, and historical docu¬ 
ments, including letters of the Bonapartes, 
Rousseau, Voltaire, Mendelssohn, Edmund 
Burke, Wellington, Lamb, Dickens and Rus- 
kin, all handsomely mounted, with portraits 
and pictures, and elaborately bound. The en¬ 
tire exhibition is open from November 16-23, 
inclusive. 


HALL CAINE DEFENDS HIMSELF. 

Hall Caine, according to a cable despatch 
to the New York Times , has issued a reply to 
the criticism that in his new novel, “The 
Prodigal Son,” he has misled the public as to 
the private history and personal character of 
the late Dante Gabriel Rossetti. 

It will be recalled that after Rossetti’s wife 
died from the effects of an overdose of an 
opiate Rossetti placed a book of manuscript 
poems in her coffin, between her cheek and 
her hair. Seven years later he yielded to the 
entreaties of his friends and suffered the 
poems to be exhumed/ and published. 

In Hall Caine’s book Oscar Stevenson bu¬ 
ries manuscript music in the same tragic way. 
It is only when he requires money to win with 
at Monte Carlo in order to regain the favor of 
his mistress that he causes the music to be 
recovered. 

Mr. Caine admits that the incident in the 
novel is founded on the Rossetti episode. 
“But,” he says, “if I am accused of ascribing 
to a friend from whose life I have taken one 


fact other facts which lead my prodigal down 
to duplicity, disgrace and crime, I answer, no, 
I have not intended to do it, and have not 
done it, and to charge my book with such an 
offence is to be cruel to me and an outrage to 
the theory of imaginative art.” 

Mr. Caine says he is sure he has not dis¬ 
honored his dead friend Rossetti by ascribing 
baser motives to his imaginary character than 
those which moved Rossetti. On the con¬ 
trary, he has tried, he says, to explain Ros¬ 
setti’s impulse, interpret his feeling, and 
bring his otherwise mysterious and wayward 
conduct within the range of human sympathy. 


NEW YORK STATIONERS’ ASSOCIA¬ 
TION. 

A meeting will be held at the rooms of the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade, 97 and 99 Nassau 
Street, New York, on Tuesday, November 22, 
at 1 p.m., for the purpose of organizing a sta¬ 
tioners’ association on the lines of similar 
associations which have been organized in all 
the large cities of the West. The proposed 
organization will be entirely separate and in¬ 
dependent of the Stationers’ Board of Trade, 
the meeting being called at their rooms 
through the courtesy of the trustees of that 
body. It is hoped that when organized the 
association will affiliate with and become a 
part of the National Association of Stationers 
and Manufacturers which was organized in 
Chicago on October 5, 1904. 

All stationers interested in this movement 
are invited to be present. 


LADIES’ NIGHT AT THE BOOKSELL¬ 
ERS’ LEAGUE. 

The second annual Ladies’ Night of the 
Booksellers’ League, held at the rooms of the 
Aldine Association, on the 17th inst., was in 
every way a successful affair. About 130 
persons, including a goodly proportion of the 
fair sex, were present and partook of an ex¬ 
cellent repast. Mr. Joe Mackey, an old friend 
of the League’s, one of the guests of the even¬ 
ing, being obliged to leave early, entertained 
the company during the course of the dinner 
with several vocal imitations of a violin and 
ventriloquistic feats, which were remarkablv 
well done and much applauded. After the 
dinner was over the other speakers were in¬ 
troduced: James MacArthur, of Harper 
Brothers, who read an interesting chapter 
from “Wee Macgreegor;” Joseph Lincoln, 
better known as “Joe” Lincoln, author of 
“Cap’n Eri,” who spoke on “Cape Cod;” and 
Professor C. K. Gains, of St. Lawrence Uni¬ 
versity, author of “Gorgo,” a historical ro¬ 
mance just published by the Lothrops, who 
spoke on the Periclean age, when, as he said, 
the life of Athens was remarkably like that of 
present New York. Altogether, the evening 
was a most enjoyable one, although Irving 
Bacheller, who was to have been another 
speaker, was unfortunately kept away. A 
gold button was conferred on S. F. McLean 
for having brought five new members into 
the League.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Frederick M. Detweiler, one of the found¬ 
ers of the printing house of Judd & Detweiler, 
and for over fifty years a resident of Wash¬ 
ington, died in that city on the 10th inst., at 
the age of seventy-four years. He was born 
in Middletown, Pa., learned the printing trade 
and worked as a compositor in many of the 
cities of the East, including New York. He 
went to Washington in 1852 and established 
the firm, which still continues. 

Violet Nicolson, better known by her pen- 
name, “Laurence Hope,” died by her own 
hand at Madras on the 4th inst., as a result of 
the intense grief and depression which had 
settled upon her since the loss of her husband, 
Lieutenant-General Malcom Nicolson. Of her 
work the London Athenceum, in noting her 
death, says: “There were those who saw in 
the volumes of verse that ‘Laurence Hope’ 
had already put forth great promise for any 
future productions of her pen. ‘India’s Love 
Lyrics,’ which appeared in 1901, was de¬ 
scribed as a series of love lyrics from India, 
and their tropical luxuriance and Sapphic 
fervor attracted the attention of so many 
readers that a second and third edition of the 
book were demanded. The reviewers ac¬ 
cepted these compositions by ‘Mr. Hope’ for 
what they professed to be, translations or 
imitations; but, remembering the ‘Sonnets 
from the Portuguese,’ we may at least go so 
far as to doubt if it will ever be precisely 
known how much in them was imitation and 
how much original work. The same remark 
may be made of the volume published last 
year, ‘Stars of the Desert,’ which shows a 
greater mastery of rhythm than she had before 
attained to, and a firmer intellectual grasp, 
with no loss of intensity. The author was 
still in the early noon of her life, vigor and 
beauty, and the tragic circumstances of her 
death seem but the impassioned closing notes 
of her impassioned effusions.” 

We regret to note the sudden death, by 
apoplexy, on the 15th inst., at Short Hills, 
N. J., of George H. Richmond, the well-known 
dealer in old and rare books and prints. 
Born in Plymouth, Conn., in 1850, Mr. Rich¬ 
mond was intended for the navy, and spent 
three years at the Naval Academy at An¬ 
napolis, but left without finishing the course. 


He studied law for a year or two and then 
drifted into the book business in Baltimore, 
Md. He next went to New Haven and 
late in 1873 came to New York, associating 
himself with Richard Worthington. Later he 
had charge of the old book department of 
Dodd, Mead & Co., with whom lie remained 
for ten years, until about 1890, when he went 
into business for himself. He subsequently 
formed the firm of Richmond, Croscup & Go., 
and in 1895 bought up the business of E. B. 
Luyster and that of David G. Francis, con¬ 
tinuing under the firm name of D. G. Francis 
& Co. In 1889 or 1890 the corporation of D. 

G. Francis & Co. was dissolved and George 

H. Richmond thereafter conducted the busi¬ 
ness under his own name. Mr. Richmond 
was probably the most daring dealer in rare 
books, never balking at either the size of the 
library to be bought or the price of a single 
item when he had made up his mind to ac¬ 
quire a prize. As an expert on early printed 
books and prints he had few equals in this 
country, and was rarely misled by his judg¬ 
ment. He leaves a widow, two sons and two 
daughters.

In a 
word, it is a generous, big-hearted, right- 
minded Christmas number, and has a special 
cover lithographed in four colors, by far the 
prettiest cover that has ever bound a copy of 
this magazine. 

The Home Publishing Company will pub¬ 
lish on January 5, next year, the first issue of 
Gunter’s Magazine, which will contain a new 
serial story by Archibald Clavering Gunter, 
entitled “A Prince in the Garret;” a descrip¬ 
tion of “Racing on the Sacramento River,” by 
Hobarth Austin; “The Turn of the Tide,” a 
novelette by Marguerite Merington, author of 
“Captain Letterblair;” “A Secret Episode in 
the Life of Abraham Lincoln,” never before 
published; a timely article on the play of the 
hour, “The Millionaire Butler,” a romance of 
the plutocrat hotel by Henry Peregrine Jones, 
and other stories and articles by well-known 
authors. 

The December Delineator, besides its usual 
features, will contain a selection of love songs 
from the Wagner operas, rendered into Eng¬ 
lish by Richard Le Gallienne and illustrated 
in colors by J. C. Leyendecker; also a chapter 
in the Composers' Series, relating the romance 
of Wagner and Cosima, is an interesting sup¬ 
plement to the lyrics.

Dodgson, of the Department of Prints and 
Drawings at the British Museum, illustrated 
with fifty full-page facsimile reproductions in 
photogravure of Rembrandt’s most notable 
etchings, printed on Dutch hand-made paper. 

The publication of Miss Mary Knight Pot¬ 
ter’s new book, “The Art of the Louvre,” has 
been delayed owing to the necessity of supply¬ 
ing an edition for the English market. George 
Bell & Sons, the London publishers, are issu¬ 
ing the entire Art Galleries of Europe series 
in conjunction with L. C. Page & Co. The 
galleries already covered are the Vatican 
Palace, also by Miss Potter, and the Pitti 
Palace, by Julia DeW. Addison. Other gal¬ 
leries to be included are the National of Lon¬ 
don, the Prado of Madrid, the Berlin, the 
Dresden, etc. 

Lee & Shepard bring out this week an im¬ 
portant Christian Science novel entitled “Ta- 
lit'ha Cumi: a Story of Freedom Through 
Christian Science.” The author is Miss An¬ 
nie J. Holland, who has achieved success as a 
writer for periodicals. The introduction of 
the principles of Christian Science, which in 
the course of the story are made to appear in 
so accurate a way as to command the ap¬ 
proval of all of that belief, is at the same 
time so skilfully managed as nowhere to in¬ 
terfere with the telling of a story of unusual 
interest. 

D. Appleton & Co. will publish about No¬ 
vember 25 a book in regard to the Russo- 
Japanese war under the title of “From Tokio 
Through Manchuria with the Japanese.” 
Major Louis L. Seaman, the author, was for¬ 
merly an officer in the United States army, 
and returned only a month ago from the scene 
of hostilities, where he was studying the hos¬ 
pitals, but had unusual opportunities to ob¬ 
serve the war at close range. He was not un¬ 
der the restrictions laid upon newspaper cor¬ 
respondents. The book will contain forty il¬ 
lustrations, all but three of which were made 
by the author, or under his supervision. 

Fleming H. Revell Co. have just ready 
“Maltbie D. Babcock: a Reminiscent Sketch 
and Memorial,” by Charles E. Robinson, 
D.D., other than which, out of respect to the 
wishes of Dr. Babcock’s family, no biography 
has been written. On November 26 they will 
bring out “Little Miss Dee,” a story of New 
England life, by Roswell Field, and Ralph 
Connor’s new book, “The Prospector,” for 
which they predict as general popularity as 
has come to anything he has written. It is a 
tale of that same rugged country “The Sky 
Pilot” and “Black Rock” have made famous, 
but the actors are quite new, and there is 
more plot and action than in any of his pre¬ 
vious books. 

It is estimated that 200,000 copies of “Old 
Gorgon Graham” letters have been sold in 
Japan. The book, which is bound in paper, 
sells for 40 sen (20 cents). Hundreds of 
business men throughout the empire have 
distributed the book among their employees. 
In the Japanese edition appears a biography 
of John Graham, pork packer. An interesting 
feature of the Japanese estimate of “Old 
Gorgon Graham” is that its humor is entirely 


overlooked. It was taken in the words of a 
recent American traveller in Japan as “a se¬ 
rious gospel to one confident young man¬ 
hood.” Baron Shebusawa, often called the J. 
Pierpont Morgan of Japan, claims to be the 
Japanese discoverer of the famous self-made 
merchant. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. will publish early in 
December “The Story of My Struggles,” the 
memoirs of Arminius Vambery, professor of 
oriental languages in the University of Buda¬ 
pest. Professor Vambery has had a romantic 
career. As a boy he was fatherless, lame and 
almost penniless, yet by the time he had 
reached his twentieth year he had become one 
of the most accomplished linguists in Europe. 
His acquaintance grew to include not only the 
last three Sultans of Turkey and the last two 
Shahs of Persia, but also the late Queen Vic¬ 
toria, whose high respect for him is fully 
shared by her son. King Edward, who has 
conferred upon him the Victorian Order. 
Vambery’s most famous feat was his journey 
through Central Asia. He adopted the dress 
of a dervish, travelled to Khiva with a herd 
of fanatics, and visited Bokhara, Samarkand 
and all the Oxus country in perfect safety. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. have added a new 
and important department to their extensive 
activities, namely, the distribution in America 
of “The Gallery of Masterpieces,” a repro¬ 
duction of the great pictures of the world. 
Allied in this truly notable undertaking are 
the leading publishers of Europe, including 
William Heinemann, of London; Hachette & 
Company, of Paris, and J. C. Robher, of Am¬ 
sterdam. “The Gallery of Masterpieces” will 
be sold only by subscription. These repro¬ 
ductions are the result of years of experi¬ 
ments which have perfected a process which 
makes a photogravure equal in tone and qual¬ 
ity to an engraving on a mezzotint. The proc¬ 
ess makes it possible to bring the famous pic¬ 
tures of the world within the range of popular 
prices. The text to accompany each picture 
will be written by Sir Martin Conway, Slade 
Professor of Art at the University of Cam¬ 
bridge, England. 

“The Twentieth Century New Testa¬ 
ment,” which was issued in a tentative form 
some two or three years since, attracted at¬ 
tention from the first, and in many quarters 
met with a mixed reception, some most heart¬ 
ily approving, other condemning. Thorough¬ 
ly wedded to the phraseology of the old King 
James version, it is most difficult for some to 
countenance any deviation from the wording 
of the old accepted text; but the sale of near¬ 
ly 300,000 copies would seem to indicate a 
generous welcome for this attempt to put the 
Bible into the actual language of the people 
of to-day rather than that of the people of 
King James’ times. In the preface of all edi¬ 
tions thus far appearing, the translators re¬ 
quest frank criticism, intimating that the pres¬ 
ent edition was but tentative and would be 
followed by a final revision in which all criti¬ 
cism would have careful consideration. This 
revision is now announced as completed, and 
will appear about the first of the year from 
the press of Fleming H. Revell Company. 
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“Tuskegee and Its People/ the book 
which was announced by D. Appleton & Com¬ 
pany last fall and has been hanging fire ever 
since, will really appear next spring, the pub¬ 
lishers say. The book has been difficult to 
gather together find publish on account of its 
multiplicity of authors. It will contain a 
comprehensive introduction by Booker T. 
Washington, a chapter on the ideals and 
achievements of the institute, by Emmett J. 
Scott, Mr. Washington’s executive secretary; 
a chapter by Mrs. Washington on the teaching 
of girls, and a chapter on the resources and 
material equipment of the school by Warren 
Logan, the treasurer of the school. These 
will be supplemented by autobiographical 
chapters by former students of the school 
who have been successful in various callings, 
each telling his story in his own way. These 
chapters taken at random comprise the story 
of a teacher, a clergyman, a trained nurse, an 
architect, a builder, a contractor, a farmer, a 
cotton grower, a dairyman, a brick mason, 
and a carpenter. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will publish on 
the 30th inst. “Letters of John Ruskin to 
Charles Eliot Norton,” edited by Professor 
Norton; “The Russo-Japanese Conflict—Its 
Causes and Issues,” by K. Asakawa, an ac¬ 
complished Japanese student of Eastern Asi¬ 
atic politics and history; “Arbitration and 
the Hague Court,” by the Hon. John W. 
Foster, ex-Secretary of State, who reviews 
the events relating to arbitration up to the 
convocation of the Hague Peace Conference; 
the three completing volumes, (10, 11 and 12,) 
of the Centenary edition of Emerson’s works; 
“The Evolution of the U. S. Constitution and 
History of the Monroe Doctrine,” by Dr. 
John A. Kasson: “Judith of Bethulia,” by 
Thomas Bailey Aldrich, a play written for 
Miss Nance O’Neill; “Mine and Thine,” a 
volume of poems by Florence Earle Coates; 
“Cain,” a poetic drama, by George Cabot 
Lodge; a Cambridge edition of the complete 
poetical works of Wordsworth; also, a spe¬ 
cial Riverside edition of Boccaccio’s “Life of 
Dante,” translated by Philip Wicksteed. 

A. S. Barnes & Co. will publish next week 
an important historical work in the “Narra¬ 
tives of the Career of Hernando De Soto,” 
edited by Professor Edward Gaylord Bourne, 
of Yale University. This will be the first 
presentation of the complete contemporary 
history of De Soto’s famous expedition. In 
addition to the stories of two of De Soto’s 
companions, the Gentleman of Elvas, and 
Biedma, the new history will contain the day 
by day account of Ranjel, De Soto’s private 
secretary, who marched and fought beside 
De Soto from Florida to the Mississippi 
River, and this thrilling story of one of the 
most remarkable expeditions in American his¬ 
tory is now translated for the first time. The 
credit of translating this invaluable historical 
narrative belongs to Professor Bourne, who 
has prepared a careful introduction covering 
the sources and the literature of the subject 
and has annotated the narratives. The work 
also includes a letter of De Soto and various 
reports, and a short life of De Soto. The 
work will be issued in two volumes in the 
Trail Makers Series , a library of history and 


exploration, under the consulting editorship 
of Professor John Bach McMaster. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. publish this week the 
first volume of their great historical work, 
“The Original Journals of the Lewis and 
Clark Expedition.” The work is edited by 
Dr. Reuben Gold Thwaites, and contains all 
the journals, note books, sketches, maps, etc., 
of Lewis and Clark never before published. 
Another important work just ready is 
“Thackeray in the United States,” by General 
James Grant Wilson. The work is in two 
volumes, and besides the regular edition there 
are 35 copies on Japan paper. Other books 
also published to-day are “Scroggins,” a story 
by John Uri Lloyd, depicting, with Mr. 
Lloyd’s usual force, the life of “Scroggins,” 
a California stage-driver; “The Age of Inno¬ 
cence,” by Walter Russell, author of “The 
Bending of the Twig,” etc., illustrated with 
portraits of beautiful children, reproduced 
from the originals by the author; “Raider- 
land,” by S. R. Crockett, a story of the Gal¬ 
loway country, fully illustrated; “Masters of 
Song, Their Lives and Works,” by Anna 
Alice Chapin, author of ‘“Wonder Tales from 
Wagner,” “Masters of Music,” etc., which 
treats of the principal song masters of all 
countries from the thirteenth century down, 
and is in every respect a novel undertaking, 
fully illustrated; and a new edition of “From 
a New England Hillside,” by William Potts, 
which has met with wide success among 
lovers of nature. 

John Lane has just brought out “A New 
Paolo and Francesca,” a novel by Annie E. 
Holdsworth, author of “The Years That the 
Locust Hath Eaten,” etc. The plot turns on 
the effect of the wishes of the heroine’s father 
expressed shortly before his death as to her 
choice in marriage. He had hoped that she 
would become the wife of the young heir to 
the family title who is well-known to him. 
but whom she herself, brought up in Italy, has 
never met. After her father’s death she 
makes a trip to visit her relatives in company 
with her girlhood friend, in her steam yacht 
and is met by the brother of her intended, 
whom she mistakes for the man himself, and 
to whom she is at once attracted. The pres¬ 
ence of her friend and herself in the home of 
the two brothers, added to the match-making 
sympathies of the mother, and of the heroine’s 
companion and former governess, entail a sit¬ 
uation that is fraught with great complica¬ 
tions of feeling. Throughout the story is felt 
the irresistible power of the foreshadowed 
end. to which is lent an added sense of the 
inevitable by the setting of the life in a Scot¬ 
tish castle, with its characteristic customs and 
inherited superstitions. Many of the inci¬ 
dents of the tale are played in the open air of 
upland and the island-girt waters, where the 
heroine’s temperamental vivacity, sensitive to 
the quick changes of the moods of nature, 
finds its most sympathetic background. Mr. 
Lane has in press a new edition of “India’s 
Love Lyrics,” by Violet Nicolson, (“Laurence 
Hope,”) whose death is noted elsewhere in 
this issue. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have just pub¬ 
lished “Poketown People,” by Miss Ella Mid- 
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dleton Tvbout. It is a collection of parables 
with illustrations in color by Verbeck and 
Beulah S. Moore. The volume has a deco¬ 
rated cover in three colors. Miss Tybout’s 
stories in the magazines have attracted con¬ 
siderable attention and this, her new book, 
contains the best of her work up to this time. 
It is said to have a laugh on every page. They 
have also just ready “Morganatic/’ by Max 
Nordati, a novel of Continental society and 
of the complications arising from morganatic 
alliances. It is reported to be a study in char¬ 
acter as well as in the philosophy of life, 
which is likely to interest every reader of se¬ 
rious mind. The story itself has the brilliant 
setting of musical and fashionable society of 
the European capitals and for its heroine a 
young girl of unusual artistic gifts. Other 
books just ready are “Light on the Hills,” by 
Dr. Charles C. Albertson, an illustrated vol¬ 
ume which brings together the most musical 
of those lines in which the poets have sung 
of immortality and the graces and comfort of 
Christian faith; also, a new volume of verse 
by Robert Loveman, entitled “Songs from a 
Georgia Garden,” which in appearance is a 
companion volume to Mr. Loveman’s collec¬ 
tion published some years ago under the title 
“A Book of Verses.” Messrs. Lippincott have 
twice found it necessary to increase the print¬ 
ing order of “Kitty of the Roses,” the love 
story by Ralph Henry Barbour which they 
published last week. It is presented in the 
form of a Christmas book, with illustrations 
in color and illustrations or decorations in 
tint on every page. 

The Army and Navy Journal , New York, 
has published in a handy volume, bound in 
semi-flexible vellum cloth, the Revised In¬ 
fantry Drill Regulations just adopted by the 
War Department for the instruction of the 
regular army and the national guard. This 
edition is printed from advance proofs fur¬ 
nished by the War Department, and is word 
for word and line for line the same as the 
government edition, the issue of which is so 
limited that but few can obtain it. With the 
drill is published another volume, giving the 
drill with the addition of the explanation of 
difficult points in the drill. These have been 
revised by the president of the board which 
revised the drill. The new drill book is more 
distinctively American than any which has 
preceded it. In the War of the Revolution 
our troops were first drilled by the English 
tactics and then by the Prussian tactics 
abridged by Baron Steuben. During the War 
of 1812, and from then down to 1834, various 
modifications or adaptations of the French 
tactics were in use in our army. Scott’s tac¬ 
tics, adapted from the Prussian, with its for¬ 
mal movements, was in vogue until the adop¬ 
tion of Hardee’s translation of the French 
system for their chasseurs a pied with its 
“Shanghai Drill.” Hardee having joined the 
South, a revision of his tactics by the loyal 
Casey was adopted during the Civil War. 
Next came Upton’s tactics, with its “forming 
fours,” to be superseded in its turn in 1891 
by the Infantry drills, of which the present 
volume is a revision. The Army Drill is not 
only used by the army and by the national 


guard, but largely by schools and colleges and 
even in our penal institutions; everywhere, 
indeed, where military drill is taught. 

McClure, Phillips & Co. will publish on 
the 25th inst. Miss Ida M. Tarbell’s “History 
of the Standard Oil Company.” The book is 
made from the articles which have been ap¬ 
pearing in McClure’s Magazine , but has been 
enlarged and rewritten to include additional 
information and facts that were disclosed dur¬ 
ing the serial run of the article. Miss Tarbell, 
whose “Life of Lincoln” and “Life of Napo¬ 
leon” give her standing in the front rank of 
the leading women historians of America, in 
telling the history of this “trust” has also told 
the history of the rise of the “trust” problem. 
She has made a dramatic story of the war 
now oyer thirty years old between the Stand¬ 
ard Oil Trust and the people. Her facts are 
all supported by documentary evidence, and 
are reinforced and given life by the personal 
interviews that the author has had with lead¬ 
ing men in all the incidents she describes. 
Miss Tarbell, herself, lived many years in the 
oil districts, and she writes of things and 
people that she was intimately familiar with. 
They will bring out at the same time Cyrus 
Townsend Brady’s new book, “Indian Fights 
and Fighters.” This is the 1 fourth volume in 
the American Fights and Fighters Series. 
Mr. Brady has written what is practically the 
first history of the warfare between the white 
man and the. Indian on the American conti¬ 
nent in the nineteenth century. His informa¬ 
tion has been gathered not only from records, 
but also' from the men who took part in the 
fights themselves. He has had access to hith¬ 
erto unused documents, and narratives have 
in a great many cases been contributed or at 
least criticised by leading men in the en¬ 
counters themselves. Part 1. deals with win¬ 
ning the far West, and Part 11. with the war 
with the Sioux. The appendix in the book 
treats of Custer’s defeat.
